THE R E S U R R E C T I O N of 
Jesus took place on Sunday, April 
9. A D 30 Three women, Mary 
Magdalene, 
Joanna and 
Mary, 
mother of James, according to St. 
Luke, had prepared various spices 
and ointments on Friday, after 
the crucifixion, with which to an- 
notnt the body aa soon aa the 
Sabbath was over 
These three went to the tomb 
very early Sunday morning. To 
their surprise the heavy stone 
which closed it was gone Looking 
in they realized it was empty, the 
body vanished. Much perplexed, 
they turned away to see two men 
rn 
shining 
garments 
standing 
near them As the women bowed 
dowm in fear before the holy visi­ 
tors, the men asked. “Why seek 
ye the living among the dead ? He 
is not here, but is risen: remem­ 
ber how He spake unto you when 
He was yet in Galilee, saying. The 
Son of Man must be delivered into 
the hands of sinful men. and be 
crucified, and the third day rise 
again.” 
And the women remembered 
Jesus words, and left the sepul­ 
chre and told it to the disciples 
and all the rest. But their story 
seemed to Christ's followers “as 
idle tales, and they believed them 
not." 
Peter Goes to Tomb 
Peter, however, must have be­ 
lieved them, or been made curi­ 
ous by their story’, for he ran to 
the tomb, and looking in, saw the 
linen clothes which Jesus had 
worn laid by themselves Going his 
way Peter "wondered to himself 
at that which was come to pass " 
The disciples, one Cleopas. the 
name of the other unknown, were 
walking from Jerusalem after the 
Passover, to the village of Em­ 
maus, whose location is now not 
unknown. As they walked they 
talked sadly of their leader and 
teacher, Jesus, who had been so 
cruelly put to death. A man Joined 
them, but they did not recognize 
their Lord, as “their eyes were 
holden ” He asked them why they 


were talking so sadly. They told 
Him. asking if He was a stranger 
that He did not know of the event. 
“O fools, and slow of heart.” 
Jesus answered, “to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken: 
“Ought not Christ to have suf­ 
fered these things, and to enter 
into His glory?" And beginning at 
Mases and the prophets, He ex­ 
pounded the scriptures to them. 
Drawing near the village, He was 
about to leave them, but they 
would not let Him, saying, “Abide 
with us." He went with them, and 
as they ate, He “took bread, 
blessed it and brake it, and gave 
to them. And their eyes were 
opened, and they knew Him; and 
He vanished out of their sight." 
How excited these faithful fol­ 
lowers of the Lord were! They 
said to each other, “Did not our 
heart burn within us while He 
talked with us by the way, and 
w hile He opened to us the scrip­ 
tures?” And they went back to 
Jerusalem 
and 
found

(Thomas was not w ith the others), 
and said. “The Lord is risen in­ 
deed. 
and 
hath 
appeared 
to 
Simon." Then they told about 
their walk and talk and how the 
Lord was revealed to them when 
He brake and blessed the bread. 
As they spoke, Jesus Himself 
stood in their midst, and said, 
“Peace be unto you." Strange to 
say, however. His disciples were 
terrified, thinking they were see­ 
ing a ghost. “Why are ye trou­ 
bled?" Jesus asked them. “Be­ 
hold My hands and My feet, that 
it is Myself; handle Me, and see; 
for a spirit hath not flesh and 
bones, as ye see Me have." 
To further reassure them, He 
asked them to give Him some­ 
thing to eat, and when they gave 
Him some broiled fish and honey­ 
comb, He ate it to prove that it 
was indeed their dear Lord arisen 
from the dead. 
"Then opened He their under­ 
standing, that they might under­ 
stand the acriptures. And said 
unto them. Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead the third 
day: 
“And that repentance and re­ 
mission of sins should be preached 
in His name among the nations, 
beginning at Jerusalem. 
"And ye are witnesses of these 
things."

“outlaw pig” that I just sold with 
14 about the same age and part 
of them from the same litter. This 
pig 
has always b^en an outlaw, 
even from the time he was Just a 
small porker, learning to look up 
at you, in an interesting manner, j 
as he cracked his first few kernel* 
of com. 
The first thing he did 
was to get into the garden and 
make pig tracks in the newly plow­ 
ed ground. 
I did, what one should 
always do, with a pig of this kind 
—I separated him from the others 
and abut him up so he couldn't get 
out. 
Thinking that he had fotgotten 
hi* sinful ways, I turned him out 
with nine other pigs on a grow­ 
ing ration, and he seemed to be 
doing all right. 
When I got very 
busy in my work, 
he patiently 
bored his way between the stays 
of a woven wire fence and got out 
into a 
neighbor's potato patch, 
and then disappeared when I went 
to look for him When I found him, 
do you suppose he was easy to get 
back home? He wasn’t, and it took 
the help of three accommodating 
neighbor children, and their dog 
to ge* him back home, and even 
then he couldn't find where he 
had gotten out. He didn’t want to 
find the place. 
We finally got him home and 
thia morning he 
went to market 
with his litter mates. Do you sup­ 
pose he went willingly? He didn t 
He was a very troublesome pig to 
get into the truck, and I was glad 
to see him leave. 
This is the second pig we have 
had like thia since last January. 
Pigs like thia are reversions, biolo­ 
gists tell us 
They inherit some 
of the wild characteristics of their 
“Uncivilized ancestors" as some­ 
one has well expressed it 
Pigs like this are off in type, 
every time, too and unprofitable, 
so the sooner you get rid of them 
the better you are off. for if you 
don’t they will soon spoil their as­ 
sociates, and 
instead 
of 
having 
one rogue, you will have many of 
them. 
You sometimes 
find reversions 
in our very best dairy cow* and in 
the different breeds of beef cattle. 
I recall a cow now’, tM t we had on 
the home farm, that would just aa 
soon fight you aa to let you drive 
her, and occasionally she did. We 
fattened her and butchered her. 
but the meat warn t much good; 
t it was very tough, 
even though 
she was a young animal, and she 
j was well finished. 
I remember 
a 
neighbor who 
sold some Angus cattle, when I 
was a small 
boy 
on 
the home 
farm, and they became frightened 
when they were in the stock pens 
ready to be loaded on the car, and 
one of them Jumped the fence and 
escaped. That animal was hunted 
down like a wild animal, and was 
finally shot, just after she cross­ 
ed our farm, going right over the 
fences, as if they weren't there. 
We haven’t arrived in the im­ 
provement of our domestic 
ani­ 
mala. 
We are sure to have ani- 
j mala very much off in type, dis­ 
tinct reversions, 
trouble 
makers 
and 
unprofitable 
individuate. 
That’* why it is still necessary to 
cull and 
to 
cull regularily, 
re­ 
gardless of how good the breeding 
I stock may be. 
You need 
to cull chickens, too, 
but sometimes the hen that steals 
her nest out somewhere, lays a 
lot of eggs and sets on them pa­ 
tiently, regardless of heavy rains 


J and usually hatches moat if not all 
of the eggs, is a good hen, that 
could be probitably kept, if she 
is confined in a modern laying 
house. 
.Alfalfa Hay 
Aa this is written the first crop 
of alfalfa hay in southern Ohio is 
being cut. 
While 
it 
is 
coarser 
than later cuttings the quality is 
good, and most of it is going into 
the barn in good condition. 
Some men cut the whole crop 


down at one time, just after a big 
ram, and then take a chance get­ 
ting it in the barn before it rains 
again, while others harvest on the 
installment plan* as one man ex­ 
pressed it, and ao aa to get the 
benefit of the law of average in 
the 
weather, 
which 
seem* 
to 
be a wise thing to do. 
One must 
take many chances in the business 
of farming, but he doesn’t need to I 
take unnecessary risk, by cutting 
the 
entire 
alfalfa 
crop 
at one 
time and trying to get It cured, or 
at least in the shock, 
before it 
rains again. , 
Suggestion* About Curing Alfalfa 
The following suggestion* about 
curing alfalfa will be of interest 
to those who have not had much 
experience making alfalfa hay:— 
1. Rake it as anon as it is well 
wilted, so as to avoid losing ary 
of the leaves, for they have al­ 
most half of the feeding value 
2. Don’t cut alfalfa while It is 
wet, if you can possibly avoid it, 
for the excess water will delay the 
curing, and may even lower the 
feeding value of th# hay: especial­ 
ly if you put it Into the mow a 
little wet. 
3 Pick the hay up clean, for it 
has feeding value for most domes­ 
tic animals that is the equivalent 
of good wheat bran, 
pound 
for 
pound. 
You wouldn't leave much 
wheat bran in the field, if you 
were hauling it in, would you? 
* 
Rod Atrip# 
Have you noticed how much soil 
is caught on th# sod strips, left 
in rolling com fields this year? We 
have had some heavy rains but the 
folks,who. »re farming on the con­ 
tour, with some sod strips left to 
prevent soil losses, are not losing 
very much soil. 
Those who are 
farming rolling land this year, and 
planting corn up and down the hill, 
with no sod strips to help them, 
are rarely 
getting 
acme gullied 
fields and much of their best soil, j 
is well on its way to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
This may seem to be a bit radi­ 
cal to some of our readers, but it 
seems to me that 
it would be a 
good thing for land owners and 
for the agricultural interests of 
th# nation, lf 
all 
farmers who 
have rolling tend were compelled 
to farm on th# contour, to leave 
some sod strips on steep hillsides. 
or to rotate the soil in strips, as is 
done on many com belt farm*.

proposition like that vvould inter­ 
est you. wouldn’t it, if it is practi­ 
cal? 
It is practical, 
Just farm 
on the contour.

strated many times. 
Of course you will conserve your 
soil fertility, too. which is another 
good argument for this farm prac­ 
tice.

ITOW CAN a revolution come in Ger- \ 
** many? 
This question, 
often asked ,5 
u k e s into account the 
presence every-1 
where of the Gestapo, spying on and ar­ 
resting those whose allegiance to the Nazi | 
system is weakening. 
It also considers modern armament. 
When both government and rebels were 
armed alike with clubs, spears or rifles, an 
organized revolt could 
hope 
to 
sweep 
away the resistance of the rulers. 
The j 
oppressed could easily hide the necessary 1 
weapons, 
and suddenly spring them on , 
their astonished 
overlords. 
Tanks 
and 
heavy artillery cannot be so easily made or 
hidden; they give a 
ruling class an im­ 
mense advantage over its subjects. 
Granted all this. 
There is another j 
country of which all this was true, where 
every advantage was possessed by the rul­ 
ers. and yet a revolution eventually took 
place that overwhelmed all govermental I 
resistance. 
That was Russia under the 
czars. For years the Russian secret police 
were everywhere, pouncing on liberals of 
all degrees and killing them or 
sending 
them into Siberian exile. Yet the day came 
when the secret police 
broke like reeds 
against the popular revolt. 
What turned the tide? 
The revolt of 
the army. In 1917 the Russian troops, re­ 
turning with modern weapons from a lost 
war, sided with the rebels against the gov­ 
ernment. Thai day the ruling regime col­ 
lapsed, and the secret police might just as 
well not have been. 
That may happen in Germany. 
The j 
cleft between the army and the Nazi lead­ 
ers is often hinted at. 
The destruction of 
the German cities and the defeat of the 
army in the field will yet one day turn 
millions of German soldiers against Hitler 
and all his works. On that day will come 
the German revolution.

have been sunk off the Atlantic coast, has 
serious construction under this program got 
under way. 
During .all this time, while the battle 
of the Atlantic was being so tragically lost, -

Dating vast resources of material and man- | 
power on the construction of 
battleships I 
and other massive vessels w hich can’t pos­ 
sibly be completed before 1944. 
PT boats 
and other deadly small craft that wrould j 
have helped to avert the Atlantic disaster 
wrere largely neglected by the battlesnip- j 
minded brasshats. 
What caused the President finally to 
put the heat on the admirals about this 
matter w as a secre report made to him by 
Vice President Henry Wallace.

Infections of the Teeth May 
Affect General Bodily Health 


Br 1.0 (;AN CLENDENING, M. D. 
YESTERDAY I described cer­ 
tain conditions of the teeth as they 
affect the general bodily health. 
Today I wish to discuss the sub- 
jsct of infection of the teeth. 
Infections of the teeth and sur­ 
rounding structures may be of two 
kinds—surface and hidden. Bur­ 
lace infections arc caries or decay 
of the teeth, pyorrhea and other 
forms of irritation and infection 
of the gums; the hidden infections 
• re abscesses at the apex of a

tooth coming from an infection 
from crowns, fillings and possibly 
pulpiest teeth. 
Opinions Disagree 
Dental caries, pyorrhea and gin­ 
givitis seldom cause focal infec­ 
tion, but they do seem to be an 
indication of a change in nutrition 
or lowered resistance to infection, 
or both. The cause of decay of the 
teeth is a curiously complicated 
one and the state of our knowledge 
is very mixed. For instance, from 
• book called Dental Cartes pub­ 
lished by the American Dental As­ 
sociation and written by 195 differ­ 
ent dentists, the following contra­ 
dictory statements are excerpted: 
Diet—Opinion A: “There is no 
evidence that caries is produced by 
malnutrition or may be prevented 
by adequate diets” Opinion B; 
“Dental caries arises from meta­ 
bolic disturbances which can be 
avoided or corrected through the 
use of diets high in all recognized 
nutritional essentials.’' 
The Effect of Civilisation — 
Opinion A: “The causes of all 
caries reside in refinements of civ­ 
ilisation and resulting changes of 
diet” Opinion B: “There is no 
basis for the view, frequently held, 
that freedom from caries in rn 
primitive people is due to a superi­ 
ority of natural as compared with 
civilized diets.” 
Sugar and Starches 
Sugar and Starches in Diet — 
Opinion A: “Sugar or starch has 
not been observed to favor caries.” 
Opinion 8: “Active caries was in­ 
duced in children by increasing 
the sugar intake.” 
Vitamins — Opinion A: “Caries 
arises independently of the amount

’ of vitamin C in the diet." Opinion 
B. “The dietary factors of caries 
• re vitamins D and A and mineral 
salts.” 
With iuch a contradictory set 
of opinions, common sense has to 
come to the rescue. Undoubtedly 
the soil and weakness of the tooth 
is important but the major role is 
accomplished by infection with the 
acidophilus bacillus. This is an acid- 
forming organism which grows in 
sugar and starches. Undoubtedly 
a properly balanced diet is impor­ 
tant during the period of childhood 
and adolescence when teeth are be­ 
ing formed. We may assume that 
in a tooth which didn’t get a good 
start and therefore doesn't have 
very good dentin or enamel, if food 
remnants accumulate the acidoph­ 
ilus germ begins to grow on these 
and caries results. To at! intents 
and purposes therefore, it it a 
local disease. 


The hidden infections can now 
be detected by the X-ray. It is pos­ 
sible that through the operation of 
the processes of focal infection 
they cause damage in a number 
of structure* such as the joints 
and the nerves (neuritis, neural­ 
gia), the heart muscle, the kid­ 
neys, etc

C. E. K .; Can a person survive 
and be normally healthy dfter hav­ 
ing the gallbladder removed com­ 
pletely? Does it affect the diges­ 
tion somewhat and leave a person 
sickly? Is this operation a serious 
one ? Do you advise such an opera­ 
tion for a woman 37 years old? 
Answer: In over 95 per cent of 
cases people recover completely 
from the removal of the gallblad­ 
der. Sometime* the digestion is 
somewhat impaired but this may 
be simply a continuation of the 
condition before operation.

Most peo­ 
ple who have gallbladder disease 
are over 37 and therefore most 
people who have gallbladder oper­ 
ations are over that age.

the Japanese suffered a much 
greater setback in the latter bat­ 
tle. 
Preliminary reports from Ad­ 
miral Chester W. Nimitz in Hono­ 
lulu indicated that 15 to 18 Japa­ 
nese warships and auxiliary ves­ 
sels were sunk and damaged off 
Midway.

that Japan's losses in naval ton­ 
nage in the Midway battle should 
exceed greatly those suffered in 
the Coral sea.
